On Election Day 

When Some Found Their Names were 
Not on Voters’ List. 


In the election lest Monday, as in 
almost all past elections, (here were 
several disappointe d people when 
they arrived at the polling booth and 
foun’ their names were nct on the 
voters’ list and that they could hot 
vote. While this is annoying for 
those concerned, they have no one 
to blame but tLemselves. Due no- 
tice was given at the proper time, 
that the voters’ list was being com--- 
piled. The list was exhibited as re- 
quired and all were notified to make 
it thelr business to see that their 
names were properly enrolled. 

This experience should serve as @ 
lesson -to all for the future The 
trouble is that too many people take 
too much forr gr anted. There has 
seldom been a voters’ list in which 
there have not been some omissions 
or errors. Provision is made to rem- 
edy this but those conernede @ re the 
ones responsible for seeing that it is 
done at specified times provided by 
law. Section 217 of the Town Aet 
says this must be done ct least sever 
clear days prior to the date fixed for | 
the election. It was, no doubt, om 
the authority of this section that 
Mayor Bott announced et the opening 
of the poll that the voters’ list in the 
hands of the returning officer was 
the official list for the election and 
that no names could be added to it/ 
on that day.
